Hope 
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Leaders of 
Britain Seek 
Cordination 


London, Jan. 6 —(/P)— Prime 


ministers of six British common- 
wealth nations met secretly today 
•Withi lop..military leaders to. dis- 
cuss coordination of empire 
de- 


fense plans with those of the North 
Atlantic Treaty org a n i z a t i o n 
(NATO). 


Although no immediate informa- 


tion was available on the details, 
it was judged from the makeup of 
the conference that defense of the 
Pacific and the Middle East was 
on the agenda. The commonwealth 
is responsible as a whole for the 
defense of these two areas, along 
•with Malaya, Hong Kong and the 
Indian ocean territory. 


The statesmen met formally with 


British Defense Minister Emanuel 
Shimvcll and Sir 
William 
Slim, 


chief of the imperial general staff. 
Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin 


sat in. 


Those at the 10 Downing street 


session were Prime Mi n i s t e r s 
Clement Attlee of Britain, Rob- 
ert G. Menzies ,of Australia, Sidney 
G. Holland of New Zealand. Sir 
Godfrey Higgins of Southern flho- 
dcsia, Louis St. Laurent of Canada, 
and Interior Minister T. E. Donges 
of South Africa, deputizing for ail- 
ing Prime Minister Daniel F. Ma- 
Ian. Only Prime Ministers Jawa 
harlal Nehru of India and D. S. 
Scnanayake of Ceylon were absent. 


Conference circles, meanwhile, 


were 
heartened 
by a Karachi, 


Pakistan, anno u n c e m e n t thai 
Prime Minister Liaquat AH Khan 
of that country is ending his boy- 
cott of the meeting. He 
is 
ex- 


pected here tomorrow. 


The Pakistan 
premier 
stayed 


away from the vital talks because 
the other nations would not agree 
to discuss the Pakistan-India quar- 
rel over Kashmir, the rich north 
crn state '.both nations claim. Lia< 
quat's decision almost certainly in 
dicatcd he had assurance that the 
dispute would be cliscused at least 
informally around the 
conference 


table. 


Other prime ministers were be- 


lieved to have held fast to 
the 


view that the quarrel had no place 
on the formal agenda. Common- 
wealth nations dislike to discuss 
quarrels among any two of their 
members at these periodic talks. 
The theory is that frequent 
dis- 


cussions of this kind would weaken 
the bonds that hold them together. 


Britain, however, takes a very 


serious view of the Kashmir dis- 
pute. The empire's p o t e n t i a l 
strength is weakened so long 
as 


Indian and Pakistan armies 
face 


each other over the area. 
The 


feud also 
weakens 
the 
empire 


politically.

With U. N. Forces South of Seoul 


—(fP>— Tho American soldier in Ko- 
rea is getting more American ev- 
ery diiy. 


It might be worth the salary of 


a couple of dozen good psychia- 
trists to make him even more so. 
They ought to be Chinese psychia- 
trists, for the Chinese are 
doing 


the most to teach him why he is 
here and what he is fighting for 


The more American he gets, the 


madder an American soldier 
be- 


comes 
at 
feeling 
he is being 


pushed around — or that his own 
country is being threatened. 


Under the blue and white flag of 


the United Nations he fought here 
for months without any real 
idea 


of what it was all about. 


In that respect the American sol- 


dier was like the average Amer- 
ican civilian. Who at 
home 
or 


here really felt in his heart what 
the war was about? 


To be told they were fighting for 


the principle of the U, N. meant 
little to the first American troops 
here, because tu them the Ideal- 
ism wasn't clear. 


A boy from Kentucky did 
not 


see that as long as a grandmother 
in Seoul lived in fear 
his 
own 


gvandmother in Paducah c o u l d 
no( really live in safety — not at 
the speed the world is rnoving now 
toward chaos or unity. 


How could he see it when his 


own grandmother didn't see it her- 
self and perhaps cornpiuined be- 
cause he was scut to fight in. a far 
foreign war? 


The army did make — end still 


is making -r an attempt to indoc- 
trinate American soldiers into the 
ways and whcrefors that brought 
them here, and the reasons for 
their sacrifices. That c a m paign 
has hardly been successful. 


"They gave us a poop sheet a 


mile long full of 25-cent words 
about what we were fighting for. 
said one soldier, "but it Is hard to 
read beyond the second page." 


As a result, the American soJ- 


dier in Korea has probably fought 
more often in obedience to orders 
rather than to expres his own 
hatred of the enemy $ujd what t 


stands, for.

American soldier as nothing 
else 


could to the reality of the world 
•ommunist menace. 
He did not like 
being

first shock that they would in time 
get the extra troops and weapons 
needed to localize the 
situation.

"but since the Chinese butted in. 
I feel I'm fighting for the U. S. A.
